To  the  Southam  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  to  you  for  the  ninth  time 
upon  the  health  of  the  rural  district  ;  the  period  under  review 
is  the  calendar  year  1958.  The  experience  as  regards  infectious 
disease  was  fortunate  and  the  trends  for  birth  and  death  rates 
were  favourable.  An  apparent  rise  in  infantile  mortality  is 
without  significance  since  figures  were  unusually  low  for  the 
past  two  years  owing  to  a  random  fluctuation  in  the  total  of 
deaths  occuring  in  a  group  of  small  size.  Among  single  causes 
of  death  there  was  a  rise  in  lung  cancer  to  five 
deaths  ;  this  condition  is  known  to  be  related  to  cigarette 
smoking.  Noteworthy  also  were  the  fifteen  deaths  from  injury 
sustained  in  motor  vehicle  accidents. 

Once  again  the  Council  gave  much  attention  to  environ¬ 
mental  services  and  problems  connected  with  water  supply 
or  sewerage.  Representatives  attended  various  meetings 
called  to  discuss  a  grouping  of  water  undertakers  in  South 
Warwickshire  and  progress  was  made  in  this  direction.  It 
was  also  necessary  to  find  a  way  of  boosting  the  mains  pressure 
in  the  higher  parts  of  Southam,  looking  forward  at  the  same 
time  to  the  additional  drain  on  your  supplies  which  will  result 
from  new  housing  development  in  the  parish. 

The  Council  instructed  the  Surveyor  and  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  make  a  joint  report  upon  conditions  in  the  un¬ 
sewered  parishes.  Meanwhile  it  decided  to  press  ahead  with 
the  following  schemes  at  the  earliest  possible  date  : — 

Southam  — Improvement  of  existing  sewage 

works. 

Long  Itchington — Completion  of  proposed  works. 

Stockton  — Replacement  of  out-moded  and 

defective  drains. 

Shotteswell  j  Schemes  for  main  drainage  in  each 
parish  in  order  to  abate  nuis- 

Priors  Marston  )  ances  existing. 
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Work  had  proceeded  during  the  year  upon  the  Stockton 
Works,  but  this  was  retarded  by  bad  weather.  The  Council 
also  had  before  it  recommendations  made  by  its  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  which  had  carefully  reviewed  problems  arising  out  of 
proposals  to  convert  pail  or  earth  closets  to  water  carriage. 

The  decisions  taken  were  : — 

1.  To  leave  responsibility  for  executing  works  with 
owners. 

2.  To  convert  as  many  closets  as  possible  in  sewered 
villages. 

3.  To  insist  on  readily  accessible  structures  carried 
out  in  permanent  form. 

4.  To  pay  50%  of  one  conversion  but  require  pro¬ 
vision  of  two  separate  W.C.’s  in  place  of  one 
shared  closet. 

5.  To  convert  W.C.’s  which  had  not  proper  means 
of  flushing. 

The  conversion  programme  was  begun  in  September  by 
the  service  of  informal  notices  in  the  parishes  of  Harbury, 
Southam  and  Napton.  The  average  cost  was  provisionally 
estimated  at  £40  per  house,  of  which  some  50%  would  be 
payable  by  the  Council. 

Attention  was  also  given  to  the  future  organisation  of  the 
cleansing  services  and  the  Surveyor  was  authorized  to  buy  a 
cesspool  emptier  and  a  small  van. 

The  Council  was  represented  in  meetings  of  the  Warwick¬ 
shire  Clean  Air  Council  and  joined  other  members  thereof  in 
opposition  to  the  proposal  to  schedule  additional  processes  as 
the  responsibility  of  the  Alkali  Inspectorate.  The  Council 
proposed  to  add  to  its  Building  Byelaws  one  requiring  that 
solid  fuel  appliances  installed  in  new  dwellings  be  of  an 
approved  type  only. 

The  Surveyor  and  Medical  Officer  by  request  inspected 
the  churchyard  at  Long  Itchington  and  reported  that  they 
did  not  find  sufficient  grounds  concerned  with  amenity  or 
public  health  to  recommend  its  formal  closure.  In  fact  few, 
if  any,  burials  have  taken  place  there  for  a  score  of  years  as 
there  is  a  new  burial  ground  in  use. 

It  is  with  regret  that  one  mentions  the  serious  damage 
deliberately  done  at  both  your  sewage  works  and  public  con¬ 
veniences  in  Southam.  This  is  the  experience  of  many  other 
places  and  is  of  course  a  clear  sign  that  all  is  not  well  within 
our  “  affluent  society.” 
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Once  again  it  was  a  pleasure  to  welcome  the  Mass  X-ray 
Unit  of  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board  which 
visited  Southam  and  Long  Itchington  early  in  June  1958. 

The  year  was  one  of  considerable  activity  within  the 
department  and  saw  definite  progress  made.  I  am  pleased 
to  acknowledge  the  continued  interest  and  support  of  the 
Council  and  the  good  will  shown  by  my  fellow  officers, 
especially  the  Surveyor  and  his  staff.

2.  (a)  Laboratory  Facilities. — No  special  bacteriological 
examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Labora¬ 
tory  Service,  Coventry,  during  1958,  but  many  routine  speci¬ 
mens  were  sent. 

Many  examinations  were  carried  out  in  hospital  labora¬ 
tories  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  chest  Clinics,  but 
figures  for  these  tests  are  not  available. 
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C.  1.  Water  Supply  (1958). 

In  the  1957  report  details  were  given  of  the  entry  into 
service  of  both  the  comprehensive  water  schemes  designed  to 
supply  the  greater  part  of  the  needs  of  your  district.  In 
addition  to  the  new  sources  the  Council  has  continued  to 
draw  a  supply  from  the  Rugby  main  to  serve  the  eastern 
part  of  the  district.  Provision  has  been  made  in  the  new 
schemes  to  supply  the  estimated  future  needs  of  agricultural 
users.  However  farmers  have  been  somewhat  slow  to  seek 
connection  to  the  new  mains  services.  Although  the  water  is 
supplied  at  your  boundary  in  potable  condition,  it  has  been  a 
practice  to  take  periodic  samples  as  a  check  upon  the  in¬ 
stallations. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  (1958) 

The  report  this  year  takes  the  form  of  a  schedule  setting 
out  for  each  parish  the  existing  method  of  drainage  and  any 
proposals  or  schemes  for  the  improvement  thereof.

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D.  HOUSING  (1958) 

Progress  was  once  more  possible  in  the  task  of  ridding 
the  district  of  its  worst  houses.  A  clearance  order  was  made 
affecting  three  houses  at  North  End.  A  total  of  16  houses 
were  dealt  with  as  “  individual  ”  unfit  houses  using  procedure 
of  Section  16  of  the  Housing  Act  1957.  In  the  following  table 
the  majority  of  the  persons  shown  as  displaced  were  rehoused 
from  the  clearance  areas  at  Long  Itchington.  The  orders 
relating  to  36  houses  there  had  been  made  and  confirmed  as 
long  ago  as  1956.

E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  (1958) 

Liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  so 
that  actions  may  be  properly  co-ordinated  whenever  biological 
sampling  has  indicated  the  presence  in  milk  of  Tuberculosis 
or  other  infections  transmissible  to  man.  Investigations  were 
made  at  Napton  and  Priors  Marston  after  the  discovery  that 
milk  produced  there  had  become  infected  with  tuberculosis 
and  led  to  the  removal  of  sources  of  infection  from  the  herds. 
In  addition  samples  were  taken  by  your  public  health  staff 
from  milk  sold  by  dairymen  engaged  in  retail  rounds. 

A  report  was  also  investigated  where  some  calves  had 
died  soon  after  the  farmer  and  his  family  had  had  a  diarrhoeal 
illness.  The  exact  nature  of  the  human  infection  was  not 
proved  but  laboratory  reports  showed  that  the  calves  died 
from  a  Salmonella  Typhimurium  infection.  They  were 
probably  infected  at  this  farm  as  they  had  been  brought  in 
from  different  sources.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  also 
helped  by  identification  of  a  cyst  in  meat  as  Cysticercosis 
Bovis. 
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No  special  difficulties  arose  as  regards  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  and  no  prosecutions  were  undertaken.  However 
certain  food  shops  are  in  property  of  great  age  and  lack 
good  or  desirable  features.  Also  one  notes  “  mobile  shops  ” 
on  the  road  which  appear  to  have  been  converted  from  vehicles 
designed  for  other  purposes.  As  a  result  the  facilities  provided 
are  not  of  the  best. 

Hundred  per  cent,  meat  inspection  has  been  kept  up  by 
Mr.  Dawson,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector.  He  has 
kindly  again  compiled  the  appendix  following  which  gives  a 
picture  of  the  work  which  he  has  done.  One  is  glad  to  note 
such  a  low  percentage  of  cattle  carcases  showing  signs  of 
Tuberculous  disease.  This  finding  together  with  the  absence 
of  cow  beef  suggests  that  only  a  good  class  of  trade  is  being 
conducted  within  your  district.

The  district  was  fortunate  in  its  freedom  from  Diphtheria, 
Enteric  Fever  or  Poliomyelitis.  Although  there  was  some 
prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  this  was  in  general  of  a  mild 
nature.  In  fact  not  one  removal  to  hospital  was  necessary 
on  account  of  infectious  diseases.  There  was  no  return  of 
the  Asian  Influenza  virus  which  had  made  itself  a  great 
nuisance  in  the  winter  of  1957.  No  other  outbreak  of  im¬ 
portance  occurred.

No  case  of  the  disease  was  notified. 
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This  represents  an  improvement  and  the  resulting  per¬ 
centage  protected  is  at  a  satisfactory  high  level.  Continued 
mastery  of  this  once  dread  disease  is  thought  to  depend  upon 
maintenance  of  a  high  level  of  protection  (not  less  than  75%) 
from  year  to  year.  This  has  to  be  done  without  many  of  the 
present  generation  of  parents  having  any  personal  or  practical 
acquaintance  with  Diphtheria  as  a  disease  entity. 

Whooping  cough.-— 240  children  received  prophylactic 
inoculation,  which  represents  almost  double  the  performance 
in  the  preceding  year.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 
SECTION  31 

During  1958  the  County  Council’s  sampling  officer  took 
11  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  94  samples  of 
ungraded  milk  for  biological  examination.  Two  positives  were 
obtained  from  the  latter  group.  In  the  course  of  the  resulting 
investigations  3  cows  were  examined  by  a  Veterinary  Surgeon 
and  7  diagnostic  milk  samples  taken.  No  cow  was  slaughtered 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order  but  two  cows 
were  removed  from  the  herds  during  the  investigation. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Section  47  of  this  Act  provides  that  where  persons — 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm 
or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions 
and 

( b )  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from 
other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  gives  a  written  certificate  in  the  prescribed 
form,  the  local  authority  may  apply  to  a  court,  having  juris¬ 
diction  for  an  order  to  remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  and 
convenient  place,  e.g.  hospital.  Seven  clear  days  notice  must 
be  given  of  the  intended  application  and  it  must  also  be  given 
to  the  person  managing  the  premises.  The  order,  if  granted, 
may  authorize  a  person’s  detention  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
three  months. 

One  case  was  reported  by  the  Area  Welfare  Officer  of  the  County 
Council  as  being  without  care  and  attention  and  subject  to  falls.  It 
was  suggested  that  compulsory  removal  by  court  order  would  be 
appropriate.  Meanwhile  well  wishers  had  obtained  from  the  old  man 
concerned  consent  for  his  removal  to  hospital  which  was  specially 
arranged.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  persons  concerned  whose  intervention 
and  influence  determined  an  awkward  situation.
